A LIVELY ROW. 


DRABELLE’S SCHOOL BILL PASSED BY THE 
HOUSE. 


The Author and the Supporters of the Bill 
Abused During the Debate—Repeal of 
the State Board of Health and the 
Branch Penitentiary Acts—The Senate 
Adopts a Joint and Concurrent Reso)lu- 
tion to Adjourn Sine Die on the 2ist 
Inst.—The Walker Investigation—Pro- 
ceedings of the Missouri Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 15.—The St. 
Louis delegation presented the unpleasant 
epectacie this morning of a house divided 
against itself. Some of the members in- 
dulged in undignified and invidious 
strictures upon the course of their col- 
leagues, and vented their spleen in personal 
abuse. The occasion of this unusual 
display wus the passage of the Drabelle School 
Directors’ bill. Messrs. Drabelle, Reber and 
Knapp spoke in favor of the measure, and 
Messrs. Curran, Macklin, Walsh and Shaw 
against it. Inthe course of his remarks Mr. 
Walsh denounced Mr. Knapp for taking a 
stand against the Irish Catholics of St. 
Louis. Mr. Knapp ‘‘branded the statement’’ 


that he had ever said aught against the Irish 
Catholics as ‘‘unqualifiedly false.’’ and the 
man who made itis as a ‘‘coward.’’ When 
Mr. Drabelle got up to speak Macklin wanted 
to know if ‘‘the citizens of St. Louis hadn’t 
made it so hot for him that his life was miser- 
able.’’ Mr. Curran asked if the man who had 
nominated Mr. Drabelie had not asked him to 
drop the bill. Mr. Drabelle said he had. 

‘*Then P co will never again occupy a seat 
on this flvor,’’ said Curran, in an angry, 
threatening manfler. 

In the course of the debate the Speaker was 
compelled several times to call the gentlemen 
to order and admonish them to use parlia- 
mentary language. The bill finally passed 
by a vote of 78 ayes, 38 nays. It pro- 
vides that in all cities of over 300,000 
inhabitants the number of school directors 
shall be twenty-one; seyen to be elected ona 
general ticketat large and fourteen to be elected 
by districts. The city shall be divided in four- 
teen districts by the Circuit Court, each dis- 
trictto elect one director. The election shull 
not be held later than May, 1887. The bill will 
be immediately reported to the Senate and 
pushed through as rapidly as possible. 

THE SINE DIE ADJOURNMENT. 

The Senate this morning adopted the House 
joint and concurrent resolution providing for 
udjournment sine die after first amending it 
by making the date March 2l instead of March 
16. The temper of the House is apparently in 
favor of the resolution as adopted by the 
Senate, and it will probably concur in the 
umendment. 

THE WALKER CASE, 

The general opinion among members of the 
General Assembiy on the findings of the 
Walker investigating committee, appears to be 
that, while the Auditor has been technically 
guilty of a violation of the statutes, of sus- 
taining Dusiness relations with a firm employ- 
ing convict labor, yet, in view of the fact that 
there was an absence of intent on Mr. 
Walker’s part to use his official. position 
to further his individusl interests, his 
conduct will be Overlooked. Some of the 
Repubiican members of the House favor mak- 
ing the question a political one, and may ask 
for further action bythe House. The testi- 
mony in the case is so voluminous that it will 
be impossible to have it printed before ad- 
journment, and until the members have ex- 
amined the testimony, it is hardly probable 
that the House will act in the matter. 

THE MILITIA BILL. 

The friends of the State militia bill will make 
astand in their last trench to-morrow, when 
the Senate militia will come up for passage in 
the House. Representative Shaw saysitisa 
forlorn hope, but he will go down fighting to 
the lust. 

THE SENATE. 

The Senate took up and passed the follow- 
ing bills: 

Senate bill amending statutes by providing 
that no person shall be incompetent to testify 
as a witness in any criminal cause by reason 
of being the person on trial or being the 
husband or wife of the accused. 

Senate bill providing that members of the 
General Assembly shall not receive per diem 
while traveling to and from their homes to 
the State Capital. 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House this morning bills were taken 
up and passed as follow: 

House bill to facilitate 
statistics. 

House bill repealing the State Board of 
Health act and enactingin lieuthereof anew 
law requiring physicians and surgeons to 
register, and where they practice in cities of 
over 5,000 inhabitants to report deaths and 
births within thirty days from date of their 
occurrence. 

House bill repealing the act establishing a 
branch Penitentiary. 

The House and Senate both took a recess till 
2 o’clock this afternoon. 

PASSED A LOCAL OPTION BILL. 

When the House re-assembled after recess, 
Mr. Booth of Franklin County moved that the 
local option bill, adopted some time ago 
by the Democratic caucus, be taken up for 
third reading and passage. The motion car- 
ried andthe roll was called on the bill. The 
ayes, 13 noes,

ballot resulted 76 
and the bill was declared passed. 
The bill provides that upon ap- 
plication of one-tenth of the qualified vot- 
ers of any county, an election shall be held 
on the first Tuesday in November, 1887,or bien- 
nially thereafter for the purpose of determining 
upon the question of the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors in said county. Should 
a majority of the cast be 
in favo. of permitting the sale of 
liquor in the city or county, thena dramshop 
licence may be issued upon gems - signed 
bv amajority of the qualified voters of the 
township or ward in which the dramshop 
shall be located. 

The Woods local option bill which bas been 
psssed by the Senate will robably 
pe called up and i passed y the 
House ___ this afternoon or to-morrow 
and the House bill will be rushed through the 
Senate, thereby leaving Governor the choice 
of both measures.

EXCURSIONISTS RETURN. 


Fast Mail Enthasiasts Talk About the Trip 
to Kansas City. 


This morning the party of St. Loyisans reé- 
turnec from Kansas City, whither they wens 
to celebrate the inauguration of the fast mail. 
A. Leo Knott, Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General, and Thos. EE. Nash, Ssuper- 
intendent of the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice, came back with the party and were 
atthe Lindell Hotel to-day. They leave for 


the East to-night. Superintendent Nash said: 
‘*The department is aaveing for extensions of 
fast mails, put has no fund to be used for that 
purpose. It can only pay for additional 
weight. The Missouri Pacific has increased 
its speed in anticipation that increase of 
weight in the amount of matter will compen- 
satethem. That road is figuring now to ex- 
tend this fast service to all its branches. We 
hope to secure fast service for the South from 
St. Louis before long.’’ 

The second fast mail from St.Louis to Kansas 
City left on time this morning at 30’ciock, 
although the train from the East over the 
Vandalia had not then arrrived. The latter 
was reported two hours and ten minutes late. 
On its arrival the mail matter brought had to 
be held for the reguiar morning trains. 

MR. L. M. RUMSEY 

was found at the office of the Granite Moun- 
tain Company. Like all the gentlemen of the 
party he showed justa little wear. in hia ex- 
pression, however, he gavé the idea of unquali- 
fied delight. ‘‘The fast wmaill,’’ ho 
said ‘tis a success in ever re- 
spect. It was no trouble at all for 
the Missouri Pacific to make the time and I am 
confident they could shorten the run a good 
hour. As it was they slowed up going into 
Kansas City as they would have arrived ahead 
of the schedule time. A passenger would have 
no idea, though, of the rapidity with which 
the train moved as the roadbed was in such a 
remarkable condition that the train seemed to 
glide with the quiet motion of a balloon.’’ 

‘*‘Werethere any incidents of the trip that 
were remarkable?’’ 

‘‘No, I think not; except that it was re- 
remarkable for ite smoothness. There wasn’t 
a hot box, nora broken journal, nor a slipped 
eccentric, nor any of those delaying circum- 
stances that attend ordinary trips, and the 
same quie® lubrication pervaded the party. 
There were several good story tellers on 
board, an excellent buffet and a consequent 

oodtime. The officials seemed bent on mak- 
~ things pleasant for everybody.

ht Removing 

Force at Work Day and Nig 

? the Debris—Some Additional Facts Ke- 
garding Yesterday’s Horror—Eight Cars 
in the l1]-Fated Train—A Revised List 
of the Injured. 


Boston, March 15.—All night long a force of 
jJaborers was engaged in clearing up the debris 
of the wrecked cars atthe scene of the bridge 
disaster. It was slow work and but little 
headway was made, yet the men worked hard 
and when the morning’s light was sufficient 
for the continuation of the work with- 
out the means of artificial light, the 
work progressed more rapidly. An engine 
pulled the forward car from the embankment 
to the track, where it remains, one end rest- 
ing upon the ground while the forward trucks 
are still attached. Strewn along the southern 
embankment are quantities of cars seats, 


rails, iron braces, window panes 
and doors, which had _ been gath- 
ered from debris and which were 
loaded upon fiat cars this morning 


and brought to the city. A large force of po- 
Hicemen guarded the scene and kept the 
curious from entering the lines, and thus the 
laborers had sufficient opportunity to carry on 
their labors unimpeded. Ropes were stretched 
across the track, and all persons who were 
not actively engaged in clearing the wreck 
were forced to keep outside the line. 

HEAPS OF KINDLING WOOD. 

At an early bour this morning more laborers 
reinforced the tired men, who had swung the 
ax and pulled and tugged on doors and other 
portions of the wrecked cars, aud a large 
force was put at work in taking the broken 
bridge apart. The baggage car and one of the 
rear cars of the train bad been com- 
pletely demolished, and all that marks 
the spot where these two cars were at the hase 
of the embankment, is a heap of kindling 
wood, some of which has the appearance of 
having been through a grain hopper and 
bolted, so fine was the wood crushed. The 
wreck is a more appalling sight than the 
recent ruins at White River Junction and 
Deerfield, and this points strongly to the fact 
that the train was running at a speed of fully 

TWENTY-FIVE MILES AN HOUR. 

The forward cars, which lieon the embank- 
ment and inthe roadway, remain in the same 
positions as when they fell. There were un- 
doubtedly nine oars in the train, as the 
tenders of nine cars are to be found, but the 
remdins of two of the cars are in such a state 
of demolition that itis impossible to discern 
whether there were two carsor one. This 
was caused by the fall down the embank- 
ment, and consequently the rumor has pre- 
vailed that there were but eight cars in the 
train. Severaiofthe stoves of the cars have 
Deen removed, and in every case the iron 
rods, whichserve to hold them in position, 
have been found to be secure, while not a 
stove door was burst open, although one 
stove was badly broken. 

CROWDS AT THE SCENE, 

Atanearly hour this morning there began 
to be a constant stream of visitors to the 
scone, and before 7 o’clock several hundred 
persons bad looked upon the frightful evi- 
dences of the disaster. Everybody who vis- 
ited the scene carried awey portions of the 
wreckage as mementos. At 100’clock Rail- 
road Commissioner Kinsley arrived on the 
geene and made a detour of the embankment, 
with a view to investigating the cause of the 
accident. 

Chief Engineer Davis of the Boston & Prov 
idence Railroad says it is impossible to tell 
when the wreckage can be sufliciently re- 
moved to allow of the erection of a structure 
which will allow of the resumption of trailic 
over the route. A permanent bridge will then 
be constructed and laid when the company 
finds it convenient to do so. The preparations 
for the temporary bridge are being pushed 
with all possible speed. Traflic will be re- 
sumed very shortly. 

NO REPORTS OF DEATHS. 

But further than this it is impossible to state. 
Up to the present time, 1:30 p. m., there have 
been no reports received of deaths in addition 
to those given in the dispatches last night. 

Prof. Vose of the Institute of Technology, 
one of the most competent bridge engineers 
in New England, in an interview says: ‘‘I was 
at the scene of the accident all day yesterday, 
together with a number of members of tne 
Massachusetts Scientific Society and Insti- 
tute students, examining the bridge, or rather 
the pieces thereof, and don’t know the 
exact cause of the accident. I would not dare 
venture an opinion. I can only say that Ihave 
examined pieces of the iron and have 
an idea that some was defective. However, 
Idon’t wish to condemn any one until the 
truth is known. The railroad officers have 
given us permission to bring into the city all 
pieces of the bridge, an examination of 
which, I think, will give some light on the 
cause of the disaster. I am now going to find 
out, if possible, just what the cause of the dis- 
aster was.’’ 

THE BRIDGE DEFECTIVE, 

Prof. Swayne, also of the Institute, 
who made an examination of the wrecked 
bridge, discovered what he considers 
to have been the cause of the accident. He 
thinks there were serious defects in some 
portions of the bridge, not only in the ma- 
terial used, but in the manner of construc- 
tion. 

THB SUPERINTENDENT'S STATEMENTV 

Superintendent Davis, in an interview 
this morning said; ‘‘The many _ stories 
floating about, and now being published as 
to the safety of the Bussey bridge, are, to 
say the least, very discreditable as coming 
from an intelligent public. They are utter- 
ly without foundation, and come from 
persons who really know nothing about it, but 
who are willing for the sake of appearing wise, 
to damage the reputation and standing of 
any concern, whether it be a railroad 
corporation or anything else. The bridge was 
built of iron eleven years ago, and was as 
fully capable of sustaining any weight that 
has been put upon it since that time as any 
bridge on the road. The bridge inspector of 
the ruad has had no reason whatever to sus- 
pect or believe that there was 


ANY DEFECT OR WEAKNESS 
in any part of the bridge. He is as thoroughly 


capable and conversant with such mat- 
ters as any man in the coun- 
try, and inspects all the bridges on 


the road, this one as weil as the others, three 
or four times a year, and made a recent and 
close examination of this particular bridge. 
He was not aware, up to the time 
of the accident, of any weakness or defect 
whatever, I understand that several other 
competent mechanics examined the ruins yes- 
terday, and so far are utterly ignorant 
of the aceident. Asfaras I know, the man- 
agement has never had any complaint made 
as to the safety of the bridge,.’’

more than 30 threads, 11 cents (no reduction); 
commen sait, 3 cents per kilogram (formerly 1 
cent when introduced via Paso del Norte,and6 
cents by any other route); iron, 5 cents per 
kilogram, a reduction of 2 cents; steel, 5 cents 
per kilogram, areduction of 2 cents; bricks, 
$1.80 per thousand, a reduction of 60 cents; 
lead, Scents per kilogram, areduction of 2

Canned goods were formerly taxed at almost 
prohibitive rates, in spite of which some trade 
has begun with United States manufacturers. 
These goods continue to be taxed per legal 
weight, which includes the weight of the tin or 
glass.

Nsom class includes canned meats, fish, etc.,

THE MAGNIFICENT PRODUCTION OF THE 
NATIONAL OPERA COMPANY. 


First Performance at the New York Metro- 
politan Opera-House—A Revelation of 
Gorgeous Scenery and Efiects—Successes 
Scored by Juch, Ludwig and Others in 
the Cast—Descripition of the Scenes—The 
Burning of Rome as Pictured Kealis- 
tically on the Stage.

NEW YORK, March 15.—The opera ‘‘Nero’’ 
by Anton Rubinstein was produced last night 
atthe Metropolitan Opera-house by the Na- 
tional Opera Company. Placed on the stage 
Onascale of splendor never before given to 
opera in this country, with scenes and pic- 
tures and groupings of extraordinary magnifi- 
cence, culminating with the burning of Rome, 
and sung by the members of the company with 
enthusiasm, intelligence and artistic devo- 
tion, it made an overwhelming success. The 
production, marking as it does an epoch in 
grand opera in English inthis country, the 
names ofthe singers deserve to be recorded. 
Nearly every member of the company was in 
the cast. 

It is dificult to say what part of the Rubin- 
stein opera produced the greatest effect. 
Scenically, the eye was fairly wearied watch- 
lng the gorgeous settings, the superb pictures 
and wonderful spectacular effects. From 8 
o'clock until midnight the Rome of the 
Cesars was presented in costume, scenery, 
Characters and dramatic action in away that 
fsirly surprised the audience. For the mise- 
en-scene of the opera thanks are due to 
William Hock, the stage manager. Fortu- 
nately Rubinstein has charged his score with

| Nero and Chrysa, Vindex demands the honor 
of being allowed to sing the hymenzus, or 
bridal song. Mr. Ludwig sang this with great 
clearness of intonation and much beauty of 
voice and dignity of manner. 

THE SCENE OF THE MOCK WEDDING, 
in which the chorus of girls who mock at 
Chrysaand the ballet take part, is another 
stage picture full of ravishing color, move- 
ment and vitality. To saye her daughter from 
the threatened infamy Epicharis, during the 
scene when libations are offered by Balbillus 
(Myron Whitney) to the gods, gives Chrysaa 
draught that causes her to fallas dead in the 
midst of the scene of revelry. The 
first scene of the second act takes 
place in Poppxa’s apartment in 
the Imperial palace.

by deception. The scene is interrupted again 
by Nero’s declaration that he is due at the 
Temple of Evander. This is the weakest end- 
ing of any of the scenes of the opera. Then 
comes a great triumphanal procession iu 
honor of Nero, ascenethat for magnificence 
groupings, costumes, gorgeous effects has 
not been equalled onthe operatic — and is 
a —— of stage management. The scene 
is a public square in Rome, filled with crowds 
of people waiting the arrival of the proces- 
sion. They are amused by the antics of a band 
of jugglers: with players on various instru- 
ments. The leader of the Roman gamins is 
one Lupus, who is personated with fascinating 
freedom by Mile. Pauline L’Allemand. The 
interval is filled up by a charming ballet, beau- 
tifully arrapged by Mamert Bibeyran. The 
story pantomimically told is that a group 
of bacchantines are chased by the jug- 

lers, who in their turn are defeated by 

oman warriors to whom the bacchantines be- 
long. Mile. Gilbert, the premiere danseuse, 
produced a sensation by her graceful dancing, 
She executed a dance on tiptoes upon a scarf 
drawn across the stage with marvellous 
grace, With M. Cammarano, she was enabled 
to execute the most delicate movements and 
what may be termed the ‘fsuspended anima- 


plause. Immense enthusiasm was developed 
in the audience during the scene. 
Then music is heard in the distance. Nero is 
approaching and movement and excitement 
among the people are capitally represented.

The grand scene 
concludes with Nero exclaiming, his head 
turned with the adultation of the people, ‘‘I 
am God,’’ and the people answer, ‘‘Hail, 
Nero, Hail. Nowthou art God,’’ and the air 
is filled with laurel wreaths flung by his ad- 
mirers at his feet. The audience was hardly 
worked up to the state of excitement by this 
great scene, magnificently presented,that was 
anticipated, nevertheless it was a triumph. 


THE THIRD ACT, 
in contrast with the preceding one, is very 
quiet, but musically, the most beautiful in the 
opera. The scene represents asmall room in 
the house of Epichnaris, near to Evander’s 
Temple. Chrysa is alone, and has along scene 
ard prayer of beautiful melodiousness. Vindex 
enters. He has discovered the truth respect- 
ing Chrysa and her mother, and there follows 
a duet of great loveliness between the two ar- 
tists. A lovelier operatic scene could not pos- 
sibly be imagined. Initthe two singers won 
the two artistic successes of the evening. The 
audience was delighted with the singers, and 
time and time again they insisted upon 
interrupting the progzress of the scene to give 
expression totheir applause. The entrance 
of Epicharis develops the scene to a tersette. 
Then Vindex departs and leaves the twowomen 
together and a duet follows, ending witha 
lullaby which must be classed with the gems 
of the opera. Mme. Van Zanden sang her 
share of the duet with great dramatic force 
and much character. The entrance of Nero 
who has discovered Chrysa’s hiding-place 
follows. He makes ardent love to the beauti- 
ful Christian girl, and promises to reform if 
she will be his. Chrysa spurns him. Nero’s 
rage is unbounded. He threatens to yoke her 
to his chariot as slave and booty. Saccus en- 
ters, however, and exclaims that Rome stood 
in flames. Nerv is greatly astonished, not at 
the news, but at his own forgetfulness for the 
librettist makes the Emperor the author of

The second part of the act is devoted to the

THE BURNING OF ROME. 
The scene is a publicsquare in Romé, from 
which is had a view of the city and tower of 
Macenas, from which historians say the Em- 
peror witnessed the great conflagration. First 
the chorus of fleeing people enters, then 
Chrysa appears, supported by Vindex and 
Epicharis. She, too, is fleeing from the pop- 
ulace, who are hounding the Christians to 
death. On the balcony of a Roman villa 
Nero, with a number of Agustins is 
seen, and then he sings the famous 
‘‘Ollion,’’ with which he celebrates the 
burning of the city. The scene is most 
effective. In front are the Christians slain by 
the mob, Chrysa and Epicharis seeking shel- 
ter; above the figures of Nero and his compan- 
ions standing out plainly in the red glare, 
beyond, the flames, springing up on every 
side filling the entire scene with a lurid glow, 
and above all the light of the setting sun fall- 
ing on the Capitoline and the heavens covered 
with cirrus clouds reflecting the glare of the

“A TRIP TO AFRICA.” 


Patti and the Performance—The Opera 
Splendidly Produced—Amusement Notes. 


The audience, and an excellent one it was, 
too, at the Olympic last evening received 
more thanone price of admission generally 
entitles to.

The opera is tuneful, abounding in melodi- 
ous and attractive numbers, set in beautiful 
scenery and rich costumes, and performed 
with a spirit, intelligence and ability seldom 
found inalight opera organization. It was 
pervaded by the superb and dimpled loveli- 
ness of Lillian Russell, the chic of Jarbeau 
and the substantial merit of Zelda Seguin, 
while J. H. Ryley dug out ail the comedy the 
librettist allowed him, and more; Eugene 
Oudin furnished remarkably sweet notes, and 
Charles Dungan rattled through the three acts 
cleverly iu the role of a careless adventurer. 
In cast, costumes, misé-en-scene chorus and 
everything, in fact, which makes light opera 
enjoyable, the production has scarcely been 
excelled. The action of the opera is bright, 
and the libretto satisfactory. The scenes are 
laid in the Orient, admitting of gorgeous- 
ness and warmth of color in the settings. 

Lillian Russell’s fair and graceful slender- 
ness has given place to the full, rounded 
and yet graceful outlines of lovely feminine 
maturity, and in addition she has a veice. 
As Titania Fanfani she was both beautiful and 
capable, and notwithstanding a severe cold 
sang her numbers sweetly. Verona Jar- 
peau hasa quality which is worth as much 
as all others in comic opera—this is chic. She 
interpolated a spirited French chanson with 
capital verve and dash, which gained her 
several encores. Zelda Seguin’s voice 
seemed somewhat harsh, but she filled the 
role of Buccametta admirably. 

Eugene Oudin as Prince Antarsid proved a 
strong addition to the company. e hasa 
remarkably sweet barytone, whicn he handles 
artistically, and he sings with fine taste. The 
rose song duet by the Prince and Titania 
was a gem. Dungan made a spirited Mera- 
dillo, while Ryley was amusing as Fantani 
Pasha, and minor parts were neatly taken b 
John E. Nash, Bessie Oleveland, and J. E. 
Weisner. 

The performance was thoroughly enjovable 
and encores were the rule after all the good 
numbers. ‘‘A Trip to Africa’’ will be given 
every evening except Saturday, when ‘‘Gas- 
parone’’ will be put on.

PRINCESS DE SAGAN. 


A FAMOUS PARIS CHARACTER WHO ENTER- 
TAINED THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


The Gorgeous Entertainment and the Dis- 
mal End It Came to—Gentlemen Who 
Invited the Princess of Wales to Dance 
—An Insult Which the Heir to the 
Throne of England Sternly Rebuked— 
High Life in Paris. 


PaRIS, February 26.—Allusions to the pres 
ence of Baron Raymond de Seilliere in New 
York, says the correspondent gf the Trib- 
une, remind me that I first met him on a 
somewhat interesting occasion. It wasata 
ball given by his sister, the well-known Prin- 
cess de Sagan, at her magnificent mansion, or 
rather palace, inthe Fauborg St. Germain, in 
honor of the Prince and Princess of Wales. 
Considerable comment of a disagreeable 
nature was caused not only in London, but 
also in Paris,by the fact that the heir-apparent 
to the English throne should have induced his 
wife to accept the invitation of Mme. de 
Sagan, who has not only been deserted by her 
husband on account of her notable eccentrici- 
ties, but is also known in Parisian society by 
the 
EUPHONIOUS NICKNAME OF ‘‘COCHONETTE,’’ 


her intimate friend and inseparable compan- 
ion, the Marquise de Galliffet (who is likewise 
separated from her husband, the celebrated 
cavalry general) being known by the name of 
‘*Salppette.’’ The Prince de Sagan, who isa 
first cousin of the Marquis de Talleyrand-Per- 
igord, who recently married Mrs. Stevens, is 
a thorough ‘‘grand seigneur,’’ although 
somewhat of a spendtbrift. It was with 
the object of restoring his shattered fortune 
that he married the immensely wealthy 
daughter of M. Seilliere, an army contractor. 
But as soon as he perceived that his wife was 
tarnishing tbe escutcheon of the Talleyrand 
family, he called all the servants of the house- 
hold together in the grand entrance hull of the 
mansion, and pointing to his umbrella, said, 
‘*See here, this is all I take away with me from 
this house.’’ Since then he has never con- 
sented to cross its threshhold, and lives in 
rooms at aclub of which he is president. 
THE PROBLEM SOLVED. 

Knowing that he was terribly in debt, and 
feeling the absolute necessity of his presence 
as master of the house on the night of her 
grand ball, the Princess de Sagan made every 
effort to induce him to appear, if only for a 
few hours. She even offered to pay off all his 
liabilities, if he would only consent.

Most 
of the guests invited were aware of the nego- 
tiations which were going on between 
the ill-assorted couple, and consequently 
great curiosity was felt as to who would 
act as master of the house.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


A Visitor’s Gift te the President—Important 
Customs Decisions. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATOH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., March 15.—Among the 


people at the President’s reception to-day was 
a pleasant-looking man and his wife. They 
were around the edges of the crowd until near- 


ly all had shaken hands with Mr. Cleveland, 
and then they advanced, and the gentleman 
shoved into the President's hand a rather thin 
book bound ina black cover, with the words 
“<Pengunamve Government” printed on the 
utside in gold letters. 

‘ ‘*Here is a book I have written on how to 
to elect our Presidents,’’ said the stranger, 
and his wife smiled her assent. ‘‘It shows 
how the people of the United States should 
elect their chief executive directly by popular 
vote and notthrough delegates.’’ Then the 
author launched forth into the merits of his 
system, and finally asked Mr. Cleveland what 
he thought of the idea of being elected directly 
by the people. 

‘‘That’s the way I favor,’’ was the reply. 
Then the President looked nervously over 
toward a group of newspaper men, and turned 
tospeak to agentleman who was waiting to 
shake hands. 

The author and his wife passed on. When 
they reached the big door leading to the cor- 
ridor the gentieman turned around and 
shouted back to the President: ‘‘I hope you’ ll 
take time to look into it,’’ meaning the Dook, 

‘*‘Oh, yes; I’lido it,’’ said the President as 
he grasped the ‘‘ Progressive Government’’ by 
one hand and the dainty fingers of a pretty 
young lady visitor with the other, and the 
author passed out supremely happy. 


Undervaluation of Importa. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 15.—Acting Sec- 
retary Fairchild has informed the Collector of 
Customs at New York that an investigation by 
Special Agent Jewell of the importation of 


Luckemeyer, Schaefer & Co., seems to 
show that it has been the practice of 
the consignors of the goods imported 
by this rm during the past year to 
undervalue their manufactures, and that their 
invoices are made to express the lowest pos- 
sible value consistent with safety. The Act- 
ing Secretary says he concurs in the Collect- 
or’s suggestion thatit would be profitable to 
have further investigation made of other im- 
portations during the past year in cases where 
the invoices have been the subject of fre- 
quent advances by the appraiser of the 
consignee. The acting Secretary says further 
that ‘‘In this and other similar instances of 
habitual attempts onthe part of consignors 
and consignees to defraud the revenue, it 
would seem that there should be some 
legal means whereby the perpetrators may 
be brought to punishment, and you (the Col- 
lector) are therefore requested to lay the mat- 
ter before the United States attorney and con- 
sult with himasto the best methods of at- 
taing that end.’’ 


Duty on Wool Noils, 


WASHINGTON, D.C.,March 15.—The Treasury 
Department has affirmed the action of the Col- 
lector of Customs at New York in assessing 


duty at the rate of 5 cents per pound on 


certain third-cilass wool noils, which the im- 
porters claimed cost less than 12 cents per 
pound, and was, therefore, dutiable at the 
rate of 2!2 cents per pound. A subsequent 
examination showed that the cost of the noils 
exceeded 12 cents per pound by asmall frac- 
tion. 


BURNED OUT. 


Disastrous Blaze ina Business House at 
Buffalo, N. ¥.—Heavy Loses. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Mareh 15.—At 8:25 o’clock 
this morning fire broke out in the second-story 
of the large brick building of Miller, Greiner 
& Ce., corner of Wasbington and North Divi- 


sion streets, opposite the Commercial Adver- 
tiser office. The tire was probably caused by 
hot coals dropping on the floor. The fire 
spread with great rapidity, and soon the entire 
building was ablaze and doomed to destruction, 
Within half an hour after the fire broke out 
the walls began to fail. The Commercial 
Advertiser office was much endangered, but 
was saved by the firemen, aided by a favorable 
west wind, which directed the flames the other 
way. Miller, Greiner & Co.’s building with 
its contents is a total loss. The loss onthe 
building is $200,000; on stock, $250,000; insur- 


ance heavy. Jhe two upper floors of the 
building were occupied by Masonic Hall, 


which is alsoa totalloss. The insurance is at 
present unknown. Sy 10 o'clock all danger of 
the fire spreading was past. It is reported 
that two or three firemen are buried in the 
ruins. 

The loss to Miller, Greiner & Co., wholesale 
grocers, is estimated at $120,0000n the building 
and about $150,000 on stock. The insurance 
will amount to $125,000. It-is impossible for 
the firm to get at their books and papers at 
present. Theloss by the destruction of Ma- 
sonic Haliis about $35,000; insurance, $25,000. 


Allthe Masonic lodges and other bodies met 
at this hall except two, and 
its destruction is keenly felt among the 


members of the order. Tie hall was burned 
out at the time of the Commercial fire on 
December 21, 1882, and most of the appoint- 
ents were entirely new. ‘The damage to the 
Commercial buiiding by to-day’s fire was not 
serious, and, though the editorial and com- 
posing rooms were filled with smoke and con- 
siderably wet down, the paper issued its first 
edition ut noon as usual. Lhe reported injury 
to firemen is unfounded. 


CASUALTIES, 


A Night Watchman Cremated Alive—Broke 
His Arm. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 15.—The half-con- 
sumed body of Henry Warnken, anight watch- 
man onthe Pittsburg, Cincinnati & st. Louis 
Railroad, was found near Crafton Station, six 
iniles from this city, early this morning, lay- 
ing on a pile of burning railroad ties. It was 
at first supposed that he hau been murdered 
und the remains placed on the fire to be cre- 
mated, but the physicians who examined the 
body state that there are no evidences of vio- 
lence. They are inclined to the belief that the 
man was seized with a hemorrhage and feil 
into the fire from exhaustion.

The Grand-Jury’s Final Adjournment— 
Highly Complimented by the Judge. 

The March Grand-jury of the Criminal Court, 
after being in session just one week, this 
morning made their final report to Judge 
Normile. In receiving it, he took occasion to 
compliment the jury very highly on their 
labors. He said: ‘‘Gentlemen, I wish 
to say to you what I have 
never before said to a Grand-jury. 
I desire to thank you forthe manner in which 
you have attended to your duties, and the ex- 
pene you have saved the community. You 

ave met promptly at 10 o’clock every morn- 
ing and have remained in session all through 
the day. By devoting so much time to your 
duties as Grand-jurors you have saved the 
public from $600 to $1,000.’’ 

During their sitting the Grand-jury returned 
thirty-nine indictments and one ignored bill. 
The principal feature of the report is a recom- 
mendation for an elevator in the Four Courts 
building for the accommodation of Grand- 
jurors and those having business with 
them. The jurors speak mournfully 
of their experience in climbing up three 
flights of stairs. They also speak highly of 
the jail munagement and state that they found 
the food good and wholesome. They indorse 
Jailer Siegmund’s recommendation for a 
separate apartment in the institution for 
women and children. 

The ignored bill returned was against Leslie 
Malone, bound over for the Grand-jury by 
Judge Noonan on a charge of swindling Julius 
Rivers out of $2,700 in an Arkansas land transa- 
action. 


INDICTMENTS 

were returned as follows: George Owens, 
murderin the first degree; Henry Marshall, 
murder in the first degree; Wm.

Owens was 
a spotter for Detectives Herbert and Emmett, 
and his defense is that the negroes wanted to 
kill him for ‘‘squealing’’ on them for playing 
policy and craps. He was only held after his 
preliminary examination on a charge of man- 
siaughter in the fourth degree. 

Henry Marshall, who is also held for murder 
in the nrst degree, is the negro coachman of 
Robert Curr, at whose stable ‘‘Sis’’ Varley re- 
ceived the burns which caused her death. It 
is claimed he shoved her against a stove while 
attempting to assauit her. 

Schmidt, indicted for manslaughter in the 
fourth degree, is the sewing machine agent 
who killed Emil Kaltmeyer by hitting him over 
the head with a plank. 

John Dunno, indicted for incest and bigamy, 
is a married man, who had improper relations 
with a niece, and when she wasin a delicate 
condition married her, having a wife still liv- 
ing. 


ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE, 


Both Houses Hard at Work—A Black Kye 
for Prohibition. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

SPRINGFIELD, lil., March 15.—The House re- 
fused to suspend the rules this morning to 
consider aresolution providing that the State 
Anditor shall furnish information from the 
county clerks ofthe State regarding the as- 
sessment and taxation of railroad property. It 
is claimed that the object of this resol ution is 
to postpone action on the revenue commis- 
sion’s bill, orto keep it in the committee a 
few weeks longer. Realizing that much time 
is being wasted in introducing bills, many of 
which will never see the light of day again,the 
Hlouse entered upon the consideration of bills 
on second reading, and worked diligently for 
two hours. 

THE SENATE. 
In the Senate this morning the proposition 
to submitan amendmenttothe Constitution 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of spir- 


itous liquors, received a black eye. A 
motion to suspend the rules to consider 
it failed of the necessary two-thirds 


vote, and immediately thereafter a resolution 
submitting an amendment to the Constitution 
providing for special legislation for Cvok 
County was adopted. As but one amendment 
tothe Constitution can be submitted at any 
session, this would appear to settle the other 
question for this session, so far as the Senate is 
concerned. Senator Evans offered a resolu- 
tion providing for a sine die adjournment on 
May 12, and it was considered under a suspen- 
sion ofthe rules. Senator Hogan opposed the 
early date because the revenue legisiation 
can not be accomplished by that 
time. Senator Washburn thought if 
that committee did no more work in the future 
than inthe past they would never complete 
their work. Anamendment making the date 
June 12 was lost, and the original resoiution 
prevailed. It is not probable the House will 
concur, sinee too manv bills would never be 
reached on the calendar. A bill was intro- 
duced by Senator Cantwell providing for em- 
ploying convicts; that all work done in the 
penitentiaries be done by hand; that the pro- 
duct be distributed among the State institu- 
tions, and that all surplus in the product 
be distributed amongthe poor of the State. 
The object of this bill is to avoid competition 
in anv trade. Senator Crawford’s bill provid- 
ing that the Cook County Commissioners shall 
make annual appropriations and giving the 
President of the Board the veto power was 
passed.

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THE QUEEN’S CONTINENTAL TRIP. 

The royal yacht is ordered to be ready for 
service by the end of next week, as the Queen, 
having changed the arrangements of her trip 
to the continent, is to leave Windsor on 
Wednesday, the 29th, a week earlier than the 
day originally fixed for her departure. Her 
Majesty will leave the castle at 9:30 in the 
morning for Portsmouth Harbor, where she is 
toembark for Cherbourg, on board the Victoria 
and Albert, which will be escorted across the 
Channel by three other royal yachts. Cher- 
bourg harbor is to be reached before dusk and 
the Queen will dine and sicep on board the 
yacht, starting at 10 o’clock on Wednes- 
day morning, the 30th, direct for 
Cannes. The special train in which 
her Majesty travels will pass around 
Paris by the Cinture Railroad. The Queen is 
to reach Cannes on the afternoon of the 3lst 
just., and will remain there tillthe evening of 

Wednesday, April 6, and then she proceeds to 

Aix-\es-Bains, traveling by way of Marseilles 


and Lyons. The Queen will mpanied by 
fhe Princess Beatrice d Prince ,y of 
Battenberg, and she ig to be attende

EAST ST. LOUIS.

A Bomb-Shell fer the Tax-Payers—News, 
Notes and Persepnals. 


A decision was rendered by the Supreme 
Court of the United States yesterday in the 
case of the City of East St. Louis, plaintiff in 
error, against the United States, ex rel., H. 
Amy & Co. This was a petition for a writ of 
mandamus to compel the City Council of East 
St. Louis to levy a special tax upon all taxable 
property of the city, in order to pay a judg- 
ment for $36,49 obtained by Amy & 


Co. against the eity on its bonds. The 
Court affirmed the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court of Ulinois in favor of the 
plaintiff and awarded the writ. The Court de- 
cides that under the Constitution of the State 
of Illinois, adopted in 1870, the City of Kast st. 
Louis is bound to levy a tax to pay its bonded 
indebtedness. This decision reverses the de- 
cision of the same court in the case of Zebley 
vs. the City of Eust St. Louis, in which 
the Court beid that the bond- 
holders could only collect three- 
tenths of one per eent, which isthe charter 
limitation for liquidating the city’s bonded in- 
debtedness. In other words, by the decision 
in the Amy case the provision of the charter, 
which fixes a limitation for taxation to pay off 
bonded indebtedness, is declared not valid, 
and the City Council is compelled to levy a tax 
sufficient to liquidate the entire bonded 
indebtedness. The bonded debt of 
East St. Louis, with accumulated 
interest, amounts to $500, 000. It was 
contracted by the Bowman administration 
tor alleged municipal purposes. At the time 
the debt was contracted the city was in receipt 
of arevenue from licences and taxation of 
$170,000 perannum. Amy& Co., whoare New 
York brokers, purchased about $25,000 worth 
of the bonds which bore 10 per cent interest. 
The interest on the bonds was allowed to go 
unpaid by the city government and 
about a year ago Amy & Co. 
bevan proceedings inthe United States Orr- 
cuit Court of Illinois, to compel the city to 
pay principal and interest. Judge Gresham 
decided against the city. An appeal was 
taken to the United States Supreme Court. 
The charter limitation was the principal 
oint on which the city rested 
ts case, Inu the case of Zebley vs. 
the city, in which the same points were 
involved, the Supreme Court of the United 
States had decided that the charter limitation 
was valid. On account of this decision the 
city’s attorneys were coafident that the 
United States Circuit Court’s decision in the 
Amy case would be reversed.Gen.Conley, prin- 
cipal attorney for Amy & Co., raised @ new 
point, however, and it was on this point 
that a decision adverse to the city was 
rgecured. He held that the Constitution of the 
State of Illinois annulled that section of the 
charter which limited the liability of the city 
in its bonded indebtness to three-tenths of one 
per. cent. This decision is of the greatest 
moment te East St. Louis pa . They 
will now have to pay agreatiy increased tax 
until the full amount of the indebtedness 
The Amy bonds, amount- 
ing 95, will haye to be redeemed 
immediately. The city tax last year was $63, - 
000, and this year it will have to be increased 
t one third. 
Oy Attorney O’Melveny said this morning: 
‘*Since the Amy case has been decided against 
the city, all bonds for which judgments have 
been obtained will have to be paid at once, 
and those who hold bonds for whick they have 
not yet obtained judgments will endeavor to 
obtain them as seon as possible. I believe 
that there are @ large number of fraudu- 
lent bonds afloat. The original records show- 
ing the exact amount of bonds issued were 
stolen during the fight between the two gov- 
ernments in 1878. This fact prevented in a 
great measure the city’s attorneys from suc- 
cessfully defending the suits. About $25,000 has 
been paid out in lawyers’ fees to fight the bond 
cases. The present administration has paid 
ubout $40,000 of the bonded debt.

A TIME OF TERROR. 


RETURN OF MR. HENRY TURNER AND Fam, 
ILY FROM THE RIVIERA. 


He Relates His Terrible Experience During 
the Earthquake—Camped in the Court- 
Yard for Two Nights — Scramble for 
Places on the Train—The Escape of 
Monte Carlo—The Shocks at Mentone,

Mr. Henry Turner, wife, son and sister, re- 
turned this morning from an European 
journey. They had while abroad a peculiar 
and exceptional experience. They were at 
Mentone on February 28, when that city and 
neighboring towns were almost entirely de- 
stroyed by an earthquake. Mr. Turner 
was seen this morning at 2208 Lucas Place 
shortly after his arrival. Hesaid: ‘‘We were 


occupying rooms at the Grande Hotel 


best in Mentone. A rock on the mountain side 
had been smoothed off to make a site 
for the hotel,’ and so 
was as solid as could be 
anywhere. The hotel was well constructed, 
andjI should say quite as strongly asthe Lindell 
Hotel in this city. It was the best built hotel 
in a city of hotels, fer Mentone has become 
that, being entirely given up to tourists. On 
the morning of the earthquake 
I WAS AWAKENED 


at about a quarter of 6 bv the first shock, 
which reached its zenithamomeatiater. I 
had to grasp the side of the bed to avoid 
being thrown violently to the floor. Fur- 
hniture was thrown about the room, 
and a great sheet of plaster fell 
‘from the ceiling, but fortunately not near the 
bed. <A large mirror above the mantel fell for- 
ward, and the top just grazed my boy’s crib, 
which was about five feet from the wall. The 
giass was of course shivered. Rents were 
made in the walis through which one 
eould see the world outside the hotel. 
My family and the other guests rushed from 
the hotel after the first shock, and the court- 
yard was filled with persons in their night- 
dress. Lremained and dressed and had hardly 
reached the court-yard when a second shock 
came. 

‘itis always the second shock that does the 
mostdamage. The first prepares the build- 
ings for destruction, which the second shock 
eompletes. It was so at Mentone. The buiid- 
ings that had been cracked and rent fel! on the 
second shock This increased the eonsterna- 
tion throughout the city. With us earthquakes 
come in couplets. After the second shock I 
thoughtI would go down in the city to see 
what damage had been done, not thinking 
there would be any furtber shocks. I went 
down into the new part of the city about 
8 o’clock. There was ruin everywhere. 
Almost every building was broken and 
parts of the walis had either 
in or out; you could see through openings in 
the walls into every house. At ¥Y o’clock, 
while 1 was in the streets, 

THE THIRD SHOCK CAME. 
Fortunately for me I was in the new town, 
where the streets were wide, for walls that had 
been shaken uimost to the fail  be- 
fore came tumbling down, and the 
air was filied with the dust of falling build- 
ings. Ihave never seensuch ruin, The city 
appeared to have been bombarded; hardly a 
standing wall was insight. The post-office 
and telegraph oflices, which were 
in the sume building, were de- 
stroyed, and afterward no _ portion of 
the building being safe for occupation a tem- 
porary shed had to be constructed for a tele- 
graph oflice. The inhabitants were wild, and 
the rush for thetrain was something inde- 
scribable. I never expect to see the like 
again. For half a bloek about the 
station was a mass of people and 
luggage. Every one was anxious to get away. 
A glance atthe crowd convinced me it would 
be futile to attempt to get away and sol re- 
turned tothe hotel. After the second shock 
I bad made my way back to our 
rooms to get wraps and clothing. 
The building was so unsteady I could feel 
ittrembling. We did not darere-enter it, and 
cainped in the court-yard fortwo nights. On 
the second night there were eight shocks, 
none as severe as the first, but always pre- 
ceded by a rumbling sound. There worid 
be a tremble of the earth under 
us which would pass on, and all would be 
quiet until the nextsbock. Almost exactly on 
the instant of time of the firgt shock there 
were other shocks each day while we re- 
mained. Onthethird day we could stand it 
no ionger, and went -to the _  rail- 
way determined to get away, for 
the shoeks were still continuing, and there 
was no teiling but we might be destroyed. The 
railroad extends from Toulon to Genoa, 
and is almost a continuous tunnel for 
its entire length. It is a Marvel 
of railway construction, running under the 
mountains. You hardly geta gleam of light 
as the train runs al ng before you enter an- 
other tunnel. Remarkable as itis, the raliroad 
was notinjured bythe shocks. Trains were 
not allowedto proceed untilall the tunnels 
bad been examined, as it was expected they 
would be found caved in. 
arches had been broken.

There the mob took possession of 
him, riddled his body with ballets and left 
him for dead. He lingered, however, until 
the next morning when he made an 
ante-mortem statement positively iden- 
tifying William Parkham and Wyatt 
liolmes as two of his murderers. 
Many of the defendants are representatives of 
the best families in the State, among them 
being State Senator Talbert.

for several days, since Judge Shultz received 
the blanks for his bond only this morning 
and it will take some time to fill 
themout. A eount of moneyis never more 
Valuable than atthe time of a transfer, and if 
acguut is made now it may have to be repeated 
agdin by April 1. The agents talked with 
Gen. Edwards on the matter and came to the 
conclusion to await instructions which are ex- 
pected to-morrow morning. If the count 
should commence it would take eight or 
tenduys for completion. Gen. Edwards and 
his successor would each have a 
representative present. There is in 
the vaults now  §$21,570,668.90, of which 
$11,908 592.10 is silver.

A. Cowles, vice-president of the Ansonia 
Clock Company, and J. Switzer arrived in this 
city last week, and have since been quietiy at 
work on the case. The manner of the discov- 
ery of this rather heavy defaication Is told by 
Mr. Cowles as follows: ‘‘At the beginning of 
this year we determined to curtail the ex- 
penses of our Chicago branch, and to that 
end we ordered our Chicago book-keeper, Wm. 
Watson, to bring all the books and accounts 
to New York. He came, and with the books 
brought a clean’ balance sheet. We 
-gettied up with him and discharged him. 
He returned to Chicago and went into busi- 
ness for himself. In looking over the books 
afterward we found false entries, and put ex- 
perts to make a thorough investigation. We 
found that the amount exceeded $5,000, and 
last Tuesday Mr. Switzer and myself came to 
Chicago and had Watson arrested and held to 
the Criminal Court in $6,000 bonds. We did 
not go near the Chicago branch, because we 
were not looking after that portion of the 
* business. We had no suspicion that there was 
anything wrong with Gledhill, but it seems he 
was on the lookout, and last Friday he de- 
parted for Canada to join the grand army of 
absconders.’’ 

**How much did he embezzle?’’ 

‘*Well, asto that, I cannot say, but so far as 
we have been able to ascertain it will not ex- 
ceed $31,000. Gledhill was only a clerk, but 
we allowed him to sign himselfas agent. He 
was in our employ in New York as manager of 
our retail store for three years, and we sent 
him out here to take charge of our Chicago 
tore when it was established six years ago. He 
had no interest in the business, and was nota 
stockholder in the company.’’ 

Mrs. Gledhill said toa reporter last night 
that her husband had not been home since 
Friday, and she did not know when he would 
return. She admitted that he had left the 
city, and did not deny that he had gone to 
Canada. Gledhill is but 31 years of age.

THE SOUTHERN LEVEES. 


A Careful Fxamination Shows There is Not 
the Slightest Cause for Alarm. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 15.—A gentleman 
who recently made the trip from Vicksburg to 
Greenville on a steamer, makes the following 
statement regarding the condition of the 
banks and levees, beginning at Ducksport and 
running north on the Louisiana side: ‘‘There 
does not seem to be the slightest cause for 
alarm. The wateris only over the banks in 


very few places, and where it has 
gotten out of bgunds there are plenty 
of levees to protect the country 
from an overflow. At Ashland, Pitcher’s 
Point, and one or two other places where the 
land is low, the water is backed up against the 
levees, but there seems to be no probability 
of these giving way, and the planters do 
not anticipate serious trouble. Every pre- 
caution has been takento prevent raftsmen 
and those addicted to inalicious mischief from 
aiding the river in its endeavors to play havoc, 
and it is thought these precautions will be the 
means of savingalarzge amount of valuable 
levee in the event ofthe river rising out of its 
banks. Onthe Mississippi side, as arule, no 
danger is anticipated. At Leland Landing, 
Ark., afew miles below Greenville, the water 
is nearly over its banks and as there are no 
levees to keep it back avery small rise will 
start the water across the neck of the 
peninsula at this point, and the 
possibility of the much-talked of Le- 
and cut-off would become & most 
likely probability. Should this cut- 
off be madeitwill shorten the river twen- 
ty-two miles and leave Greenville in the 
lurch. At Greenville the river is creeping out 
ofits banks, which are being gradually cut 
away. Immense sections of earth are going 
into the river. The people of Greenville are 
very much exercised over this state of affairs 
and the levee front isthe center of attraction 
for them.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—There is now 
going on a brisk contest for the District 
Attorneyship in Indiana to succeed United 
States Senator-elect Turpie. There are quite a 
number of candidates; some are friends of 
Senator-elect Turpie, and others the friends 
of Senator Voorhees. So spirited is the con- 
test growing that a formidablerivalry between 
the senator and Senator-elect has resulted. 
As Mr. Turpie is to vacate the office he thinks 
he should be allowed the privi- 
lege of naming his successor, while 
Senator Voorhees, who was instru- 
mental in the appointment of Turpie, believes 
he should be consulted in selecting the 


person to fill the office. Already the name of 
Smith, who presided over the Senate at the 
last session of the Legislature, and who led 
the revolution against the Republican Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-elect Robertson, has been 
presented to the Pregident. Ex-Congressman 
Lamb, who was Senator Voorhees’ appointee 
to the District Attorneyship, but was not con- 
firmed by the senate, would like to be reap- 
pointed. Before the Senate ucted upon his 
case, Mr. Lamb resigned the office to accept 
the nomination for Congress. He was de- 
feated, though the Legislature two years 
previously had, by gerrymandering, made 
the district Democratic by about $8,000 
majority. Mr. Turple, however, is antagon- 
izing both Senator Voorhees and the 
friends of the late President pro 
tempore of the State Senate, and 
is demanding from the President the ap- 
pointment of State Senator Sellers. Letters 
were received here yesterday from Mr. Turpie, 
saying he desired to havea voice in the mat- 
ter, and intimating that the patronage and 
management of State affairs must fall into 
new hands, otherwise the party can not rally 
with the necessary power and enthusiasm to 
come anywhere near carrying the State atthe 
next election. 
TOO MUCH DISCORD. 

Mr. Turpie apparently realizes that there is 
too much discord among the State leaders, 
and thinks what appointments are to be made 
in the State should be filled with a view to 
creating harmony. Quite a large percentage 
of the purty opposes the nomination of Smith, 
because of his alleged arbitrary rulings while 
presiding officer of the Senate, believing that 
his appointment would serve to strengthen 
and arouse the Republican prejudice to such 
an extent that to carry the State will be next to 
an impossibility. Friends of Senator-elect 
Turpie say he will arrive here at an early date, 
when he will meet the President for the first 
time and talk over the situation. Mr. Cleve- 
land has grown much interested in the Indiana 
situation, and evidently realizes that the State 
will be in danger a year hence.

Pressure on the President to Remove the 
Supervising Inspector-General,

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—Soon after 
Mr. Cleveland became President there was an 
effort made by Democratic Congressmen and 
politicians of New York and Western cities to 
obtain a reorganization of the Board of Super- 
visors of Steam Vesgela, The members of the 
board were nearly all Republicans, and it was 
argued that as they are Presidential ap- 
pointees, Democrata should be given the 
Places of the Republicans. The board is com- 
posed of one Supervising Inspector-General 
and ten Supervising Inspectors. The latter 
haye the power, subject to the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, to select the sub- 
ordinate officers, such as local inspectors, pl- 
lots, etc. Accordingly, names were presented 
to the President for the successors to the then 
Republican members of the board, but Mr. 
Cleveland only appointed new members where 
the old ones resigned. This left in office three 
Republicans, among them the President of the 
Board, Gen. Dumont.

Dr. Snyder Denounces the Maine Law— Why 
It Is Net Repealed by the People. 

Rev. Dr. John Snyder of the Unitarian 

Church of the Messiah has returned from his 

trip with a large stock of ideas on prohibition, 


which he gathered in a sojourn of some days! 


in Maine. He says he is more convinced 
than ever that prohibition is a failure, and 
a most corrupting influence. The reason 
why it is tolerated by the Maine people is the 
same as that which enabled slavery to exist in 


the Southern States years after the intelli- 
gence of those commonwealths had come to 
the conclusion that slavery was wrong. It 
was retained simply because neither the Whig 
nor Democratic parties dared take up the 
issue. The leaders would talk about it 
regretfully in private, out when they 
came to the vote they forgot their convictions. 
‘‘So itis in Maine,’’ said Dr. Synder, ‘‘the 
conditions are singularly analogous. The law 
is openly condemned by young and old,and yet 
it is allowed to stand. 
WHEN I WAS IN PORTLAND, 

I said to several persons: My God, can it be 
that you, who are the children of those who 
fought in 1776 to throw off the yoke 
of HBritish Parliamentary tyranny hbave 


yourselves voted a like tyranny upon vour | 


necks. Your fathers fought three years 
against allowing England tosearch yourships, 
and yet you vote to allow your homes, your 
sacred castles, to be searched without a war- 
rant, on the supposition that there may be 
some liquor within. Not only that, but you 
reverse the old principle and cause a man to 
be considered guilty until he proves his inno- 
cence. In other words, if liquor is 
found in his house, he ts considered guilty 
until he can prove his motive in bringing it 
there. I tell you, Ihave returned home more 
and more convinced that the man who votes 
for prohibition in Missourl commits a political 
crime. And the saddest feature of it in Mis- 
souriis, that men are using the honest inten- 
tions of good citizens as steps in a ladder on 
which they expect to climb to political 
power.

and actually declares that the selling of a drink 
of liquor should be made acapitalcrime. The 
outcome of all this is going to. be a great re- 
action, just like that which followed the estab- 
lishment of the extreme penalty of hanging in 
England for robbery and forgery. The result 
was that men when they stole a man’s money 
would at the same time not hesitate to let out 
his lite’s blood. Soin 1830 the bankers of En- 
giand and Scotland petitioned for a repeal of 
the hanging penalty for forgery, They said it 
doesn’t protect us; there is just as 
much forgirg as ever now, but there is a differ- 
ence. Wé6 can’t get any convictions, because 
no jury will hanga man for signing another 
person’snamd. That is the case in Maine to- 
day. The law is despised in a way that makes 
any lover of law and order ashamed. Itisn’t 
the violation of a law, either, 
but one that has taken a place 
in the very Constitution. What must 
be the consequence when the young people 
see the organic law violated every duy. And 
itis in Maine.
